Claims 4,7,15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

As to claim 4, what edge has a radius "of at least one millimeter"? Note that if 
the radius of the openings 8,9 is "at least half a millimeter" (p. 13, line 35), then the 
radius of the chamber is more than one millimeter by at least by V% the diameter of the 
ceiling 16, suggestive that the radius of the wall 15 is absolutely greater than the 
claimed 1 mm radius. Thus, either the "one millimeter" claim 4) is not consistent with 
the specification; or the location of the edge-free part that's related to the "one 
millimeter" has yet to be identified.) 

As to claim 7, the cross-section of the inlet 8 is smaller, not larger, than the 
cross-section of the outlet opening 9 in Figure 4? Which is correct, the figure or the 
claim? (If the claim, please correct the relative sizes of openings 8, 9 in Figure 4.) 

As to the REMARKS, p. 13 does not address the problem with the two claims 
above. Also, note that "opening 8 is greater than... opening 9" (p. 13, lines 28-29) is not 
consistent with Figure 4 which illustrates the opposite. Suggest deleting claim 4 and 7.
